I'his reduction will result 
in a saving of 85 to 100 mil­ 
lion dollars a \ e a r to tax p ay­ 
ers, Benson told a news con­ 
ference. 
The storage lates are the 
same that rep resentatives of 
the warehouse industry turned 
down during negotiations last 
week for a uniform gram stor­ 
age agreement. 
‘Tak e It Or Leave It’ 
But Benson, in effect, put 
the new rates on a tak e it 
leave it basis. 
He said uniform gram stor­ 
age contracts will be offered 
warehousemen on an indivi­ 
dual basis. He pointed out 
that storing grain is \olun- 
taiy. He said warehousemen 
don't have to store it for the 
government if they don't want 
to 
“ There is much more stor­ 
age available now than there 
was.” Benson said. 
Dep artment 
officials have 
estimated that the gram stor­ 
age industry has capacity for 
about 4 billion bushels. The 
government ex pects to have 
about two and one-half bil­ 
lion bushels m storage this 
year.

With floods behind us and undoubtedly 
m ore floods before us, it was encouraging 
to see Gov. Ralph Brook s initiate action 
toward the elimination of these disasters 
There is at this point no room for fal>c 
hopes as what ha.s been done to date is hut 
a very small dent in a huge problem but 
it is a start which holds some promise. 
Representative* of various state and fed­ 
eral agencies met thi- week at the State- 
________ 
house to discuss with 
the L’overnor and hi.s 
adm inistrative 
assist­ 
ant. 
Robert 
Conrad, 
the past 
hi tory 
and 
future expectations of flood control pro­ 
gram s in the state. From this meeting has 
com e an invitation to all interested groups 
and agencies to be represented on a spe­ 
cial advisory committee whu h will be ap­ 
pointed by the governor to work with the 
State Department of Water Re.sources and 
the State Soil 
and 
Water 
Con.servation 
Committee. The advisory group and the al­ 
ready existing agencies will work up a pre­ 
liminary report as a basis for future ae- 
tion from a list of critically acute flood 
control project needs. 
Obv io usly , all this do es is so rt o f put 
the pro blem Into perspecti\e. It will tie to ­ 
gether all the lo o se ends so we ha\e a clear 
Idea o f the magnitude and the details o f 
the task which faces iis in eliminating the 
co stly flo o ds o f the past. Fro m that po int 
o n. the pro gram will be up to the initiati\e 
and inuiginatio n o f the state administratio n. 
There is no way of getting around the 
fact that a fundamental req uiri'ment of any 
concentrated attack against flood.n is the 
active support of local groups wiihm the 
various watersheds. The most substantial 
part of the state’s needs involves project.s 
under the .Army Corp.s of Engineers. 


★ 
But Corps program s must be locally ini­ 
tialed, pursued and supported. 
Rights-of- 
way must be provided and iortain other 
minimal financial obligations a.ssumed on 
the local level. In short, no Corps program 
will or can move forward solely through 
action on the level of state government. 
What, then, y ou might ask . does the slate 
hope to accomplish by having an advisory 
com m ittee and work ing up a plan of action? 


IAer>thing the stale might do Is no t \e t 
kno wn but it might be said that Its po s­ 
sibilities are unlimited. One v ery impo rtant 
thing It can do is hav e a plan whereby 
lo cal interests can clearly understand the 
needs o f their area. The slate can furnish 
initiativ e in lo cal areas and ran help lo cal 
intensts in wo rking their pro jects thro ugh 
the ma/e o f federal channels. 
'rechnical as.sistance can be provided by 
.some state agencies and it i.s not even be­ 
y ond the realm of po.ssibility that the .state 
eon.sidcr some form of financial assistance. 
As tli>tasteful as .spending money seems 
to be to 'Ome of the conservative politi­ 
cians of this state, it very often 
provides 
the one and only answer to a problem. 
Where wo rthy flo o d co ntro l pro jects might 
be held up because o f financial difficul­ 
ties at the lo i’al lev el, we ran see no v alid 
o bjectio n to limited state assistance. Quite 
naturally , so me areas wo uld be tax ed to 
suppo rt a pro gram fro m which they re­ 
ceiv e no direct benefit but co ntinued appli­ 
catio n o f this narro w-minded philo so phy will 
o nly cripple and destro y Nebraska. 
Many of us go through life and never 
req uire the services of m any government 
agencie.s .such as the 
fire and police depart­ 
ments but we hardly 
consider this is a valid 


,\n Adequate 
Return 


reason for not pay ing taxes to support the.'^e 
agencies. .\nr doe^^ a tamily with no chil­ 
dren become exempt from ihe pavment of 
.si'hool taxe- There is plenty ot direct and 
indirect return to .Nebrask a on flood con­ 
trol investments, just as there is through 
good fire and poiice protection and ade­ 
quate schools. The spring floods of 19 60 re ­ 
moved as much as 10 to 1.5 tons of soil 
per acre in some areas of the state and it 
IS considered that the loss of more than 
5 tons per acre of topsoil a y ear .soon ren­ 
ders the land useless. 
Last m onth’s floods on the Missouri River 
caused an estim ated dam age of $17,0(K) (KK) 
but the figure would have been on the or­ 
der of $2(,K).(X)0.0(X) had it not been for the 
m am stem Corps of Engineers flood con­ 
trol projects now in operation. Such com ­ 
parisons are endless in their existence and 
so will the losses be endless unless we dedi­ 
cate ourselves to their elimination. 


A Country Of Law 


Before the week runs out one should 
rem ind the reading public that 
this 
is 
“ Law m Your Life Week .” 
The announcement actually should come 
from the bar itself because the observance 
is sponsored by the American B ar Asso­ 
ciation 
But y ou k now how lawy ers 
are. 
They never commit themselves until the 
evidence is all m and the preponderance 
of it m ak es a statem ent dependable be­ 
y ond a peradventure of a doubt. So some­ 
one 
else 
has 
to throw 
caution 
to 
the 
winds and mak e the announcement. 
It is just as well because law is by no 
m eans the private facility of the lawy er. 
It is a great social asset and an incalcula­ 
ble benefit to every person luck y enough 
to live in a part of the world enlightened 
enough to recognize sovereignty in the indi­ 
vidual and treat with it respectfully . 
Ghengis Kahn was a strong opponent of 
law and, considering his times and facili­ 
ties for evil, he won perm anent honors for 


injustice. He made the rules as he went 
along, would not even allow a written lan­ 
guage hecause the recorded events of the 
(lav or hour before would operate against 
his right of inconsistency . We have come 
a long way since then. 
.A lay m an’s explanation of 
law 
would 
say it fiuind its source in the social contract 
in which the riiiing power limits itself to 
enforcement of rules 
which the society 
Itself made. I'ndcr it the individual who 
may be a microscopic entity in the giant 
.society in which he lives becomes an equal 
giant, himself, when he invok es legal jus­ 
tice. Lots of things combine to m ak e 
a 
thing called a free country , but this much 
is cerlain, none of them would get the job 
done were it not for the precious ingredient 
we call law. 
Americans have had this good thing for 
so long they are apt to tak e it for gran.erl. 
A little quiet reading on the history 
and 
development of law would be a fruitful ob­ 
servance of this very worthy week . 


Shakeup And Shakedown 


The Russians have scored another first 
—a shak eup and a shak edown at one and 
the sam e time. The shak eup is within their 
own Communist P a rty organization and its 
effects upon the rest of the world will be 
k nown only as lime moves on. But the 
shak edown comes from the lips of Soviet 
P rem ier Nik ita Khrushchev with the U.S. 
as the intended victim. 
Unfortunately for Mr. K. the U.S. and the 
rest of the Western family of nations have 
no intention of play ing patsy for the Red 
propaganda mill. Just a few week s before 
the crucial sum m it meeting of E ast and 
West, Khrushchev has come out with an­ 
other trumped-up case of U.S. aggression 
against the Soviet Union and a boast that 
the instrum ent of aggression, a U.S. re ­ 
search plane, was shot down. 
From there the Red leader went on with 
his fam iliar line of peaceful Russian inten­ 
tions and imperialistic designs of the West, 
particularly the United States. F or good 


measure, he threw in a solid rebuk e of one 
of the West’s main contentions for settle­ 
ment of the cold war. He noted that the 
wishes of West Berliners are of “ no over­ 
riding im portance” m settling the entire 
question of Berlin. 
One of the cornerstones of Western peace 
plans, of course, is the establishment of a 
unified G erm any under a sy stem of free 
and open elections. There is no intention 
of giving in to Soviet insistence of a divid­ 
ed Germ any with all of Berlin in the hands 
of the East G erm an puppet regime. To do 
this would, among other things, be a sacri­ 
fice of principle that would destroy the 
faith of free nations in democratic process. 
The Khrushchev blast is a real dam per 
on hopes for a constructive summit m eet­ 
ing. If the Reds had any intention of m ak ­ 
ing progress toward peace at the sum ­ 
mit, they would not have tak en this time 
to pour salt in all the old wounds that 
have been inflicted in the past y ears of ne­ 
gotiations between the E ast and West, 


Food For India 


By and large the .American public will en­ 
dorse the adm inistration’s transaction with 
India by which 587 million bushels of U..S. 
w heat and 22 million bags of rice will be 
sold to hungry India for pay ment in rupees 
instead of dollars.

needs its money to push forward its pro­ 
gram for building its ecotiomv. If it had to 
ship something lik e a billion dollars to this 
country for the food products its program 
would be seriously impaired.

In 
due time it is expected that the United 
States will be repaid through needed prod­ 
ucts India IS not currently in a position to 
mak e, but can mak e after the req uired de­ 
velopment tak es place. 
If there is any ey ebrow raising it is in the 
method by which the administration m eans 
to provide the wheat and rice. Neither 
product will be tak en from the federally 
held surplus. R ather the administration has 
invok ed Public Law 480 which sends the 
exporters into the American open m ark et. 
The government will reim burse them while 
its own stock s rem ain intact. It is argued 
that this would he less costly since the open 
m ark et price runs somewhat less than the 
governm ent’s price. It would also reduce 
the supply of open traded wheat and this is 
expected to result in better prices for the 
A m erican farm er. 
P ast experience with Public Law 480 has 
not fully fulfilled these expectations. While 
It may have created something ak in to a 
windfall for the exporters and to some 
m easure the grain dealers, it has not al­ 
way s guaranteed high quality shipments, 
and m ore.commonly the m ark et has accom ­ 
modated shipments with not much change 
in the price received by the producer.

The West Virginia prim ary 
will 
not 
tell 
very 
much 
about the k ind of president 
most .Americans want, but 
it is telling a very great deal 
about the k ind of president 
they will get should Sen. Hu­ 
bert Humphrey or Sen. John 
Kennedy win the Democratic 
nomination and the election. 
The operations of chance 
and the A m erican political 
sy stem have combined to put 
into fierce opposition here 
two ambitious y oung politi­ 
cians with sim ilar records 
who profess much the sam e 
aims.

stories of a proposed refer­ 
endum on changes in t he 
state’s tax structure 
spon­ 
sored by a group that has 
been incorporated as the Ne­ 
brask ans for Constitutional 
.Amendments. The essentials 
of the proposals, as 1 under­ 
stand them, are the imposi­ 
tion of a 2 per cent sales 
tax and income tax of not 
to exceed 4 per cent, and 
the abolishment of taxes up 
to $2,000 of assessed valua­ 
tion on personal, intangible 
and tangible property . 
None of the committee, I 
am sure, has any ulterior 
or political motive in pro­ 
posing 
these 
constitutional 
changes. They are simply 
try ing to meet a paraly zing 
property tax situation. It is 
easy to “ boil over” when 
such changes in taxes are 
proposed, 
but 
most 
com ­ 
ments on this are largely 
speculative and do not rec­ 
ognize the seriousness of the 
situation. 
Property taxes have long 
been reaching an intolerable 


Icv’t*]. Together with ever in­ 
creasing demands for more 
and better public services, 
it mak es an attack on the 
state’s tax problem a neces­ 
sity . vSo I am. accordingly , 
for a 2 per cent sales tax 
and a graduated net income 
tax with an upper limit of 4 
per cent.
